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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Examiner has no 
motivation to combine the Cobb et al. and Miller et al. references and has relied upon improper hindsight to arrive at the claimed 
invention. As Examiner stated in the Final rejection, the motivation to combine the two references is provided by the Miller et al. 
reference which teaches that it is known to add binder fibers to carpet to improve its retention of tuft identity, increase wear resistance, 
etc. [0006 and 0014]. These properties are a result of using binder fibers. Reconstruction is proper as long as it takes into account only 
knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge 
gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). Applicant argues that 
Cobb et al. fail to give reason as to why one would look modify the invention in any way, including the use of binder fibers. The primary 
reference does not have to teach how it would modify itself. The motivation comes from Miller et al., which teaches that continuous 
filaments or staple fibers alone for use in carpets is inferior and through the inclusion of binder fibers a superior product is created. 
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
